Plans are under way to furnish GEORGE PUTNAM, 
newscaster for KTTV, with public source material to present 
the true facts about^the Black Panther Party (BPP). 

Further consideration is to be given to forvmrding 
a letter from a fictitious person to Hollywood, California 
gossip columnists to publicize the pregnancyo£. J]EAN£S^ERCL,* 
well-known white movie actress, by RAYMONDmEmTT BPP 
Minister of Education, to possibly’^uisi3 * ' t rer*^‘^6arrassment a; 
tarnish her image with the general public. 

The Los Angeles Office continues to follow violations 
of the antiriot and gun control laws by black nationalists for / 
possible prosecution of these individuals under Federal and 
State statutes. 

Telephone toll calls of various black nationalist 
leaders are continually reviewed under existing Bureau policy 
to determine, vdiat .counterintelligence programs might be placed 
into effect.

The Los Angeles Office continues to furnish on a 
daily basis information concerning the activities of the black 
nationalist groups to the Los Angeles County Sheriff's Office 
Intelligence Division and the Los Angeles Police Department 
Intelligence and Criminal Conspiracy Divisions in the antici¬ 
pation that such information might lead to the arrest of these 
militants.
